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Cost of a Civic 


It is sound and sensible for the council 
committee on the projected civic survey to 
seek all possible information on the cost 

’ of that survey. But there is a manifest 
danger that the cost factor may be magni- 
fied out of all proportion to the importance 
of the job. 

The question the city must ask itself 
about the survey is not whether Edmon- 
ton can afford to have one, but whether 
Edmonton can afford to worry along in a 
haphazard fashion without a survey. 

The purpose of a civic survey is to 
reorganize civic administreticn along the 
soundest and most efficient lines. 

That means that the first aim of the 
survey will be to secure fon Edmonton 
taxpayers the most advantageous expen- 
diture of every tax dollar. 

It means securing good streets and 
sidewalks and the best of civic services at 
the lowest possible cost compatible with 
efficiency. 

In other words, economy is the ulti- 
mate objective of the survey because there 
is nothing so expensive as inefficiency, 

For that reason, the amount of money 
spent on a civic survey must be considered, 
not in comparison with present financial 


Robbing Office of 


Lieutenant-Governor C. A. Banks of 
British Columbia is perfectly right in re- 
fusing the use of his official residence as a 
place of entertainment for visitors. 

It is reported that the B.C. cabinet 
will have to consider a protest over the 
lieutenant-governor’s refusal to permit 
900 delegates to the American Bar Asso- 
ciation to swarm over the grounds and 
corridors of Government House and drink 
coffee in his drawing room. 

The protest, if it is actually received, 
should be peremptorily thrown out because 
it is just about time some official effort 
was made to preserve the waning dignity 
of lieutenant-governorship in Canada. 

Certainly no sensible body of visitors 
from the United States or anywhere else 
should be conscious of personal affront 
because the representative of His Majesty 
declines to function as official greeter for 
his province or to permit his home to 
degenerate into a public museum, 

An effort has been made to interpret 
this incident in terms of “privacy”. Much

The Overtime Parking Fine 


There is good sound sense behind the 
decision of the city council to reduce the 
overtime parking fine in Edmonton from 
one dollar to fifty cents. But there is 
equally good sense behind the added pro- 
viso that if the parking violation is longer 
than one hour, an additional dollar will 
be added to the fine. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin pointed out 
more than a week ago, it is ridiculous to 
penalize a motorist to the extent of a dol- 
lar every time he inadvertently steals a 
few extra minutes of parking meter time. 

But it is reasonable to assume that 
when that enroachment runs up to the 
extent of a full hour it is no longer inad- 
vertent but deliberate, 


SITTING ON THE FENCE 


The Bulletin is not in favor of parking 
meters for several reasons, One of them is 
that they appear to be a device whose chief 
purpose is to derive additional revenue 
from motorists without giving value for 
the money. Another is that, instead of 
giving more motorists a greater chance 
at available parking space, they make it 
possible for a single motorist to rent park- 
ing space at a busy curb for a whole day. 

But the parking meters have been in- 
stalled and the regulations governing their 
use have became law. 

And since a law exists in this respect, 
it must be observed, Contempt for even a 
poor law breeds contempt for the good 
ones,

It was evident from the hospi 


talization scheme start in 1947 
that the $5 tax would fall far 
short of meeting the cost As it 


turned out, at the end of the first 
year the cost was $7,600,000, reve- 
nue $3,771,000 and the deficit $3, 
829,000 Premier Douglas esti- 
mates costs in 1948, the second 
year, will be up $1,000,000 Thus 
in two years the scheme will 
have incurred deficits of about 
$8,500,000 before the tax increase 
begins to take effect 

Estimates of 1949 costs have not 
been made public. If they re- 
main at the 1948 level, the 1949 
deficit will be as large as it was 
the first year in spite of higher 
revenue, and if the upward trend 
continues at the same rate, then 
$4,500,000 would not be too high 
an estimate 

The increase in hospital costs, 
which is not included in cost-of- 
living figures, is startling. Fig- 
ures presented to the Saskatche- 
wan Hospital Association a year 
ago show the gross aver: cost 
per patient per day in 1926 was 
$2.65, in 1940 $3.30, and in 1945 
$4.10. This summer the Saska- 
toon city hospital reported its 
current costs as $7.78 per patient 
per day

Much of this high hospital cost, 
like living costs, results from 
wage increases entering into 
everything a hospital buys as 
well as into payroll, In the rats- 


ing of the wage level, and with it 
the even higher price level, the

Heating Baby Bottles 
For Night Feeding 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
This is hardly the time, yet, to be worrying about cold 
{winter nights when night bottles are annoying, but the days 
are rushing toward it, Babies do eat in the night, sometimes 
up to the third and fourth month—even later if they are 
not well fed in daytime—and this night bottle is always a 
task. 


The bottle should be kept on ice 
but as soon as the baby stirs it can 
be popped into an electric bottle 
warmer, or into a large cup of water 
on an electric plate
